REGARD FOR^THE LAW. 

Ignorance of the I.iiw Is no exouse 
and disrcMrd of the I aw la a crime. 
When I>aw!< are bo obiiiixiniis ua to 
alford cxcUBeB for non Cdriiiiliiim e they 
should be ehanged. and tin' peopin 
have this right. "If your rlKht hand 
offend you, cut It off, " was no Idle In- 
junction, but means the offense should 
be removed rathnr than the mutila- 
tion of the member. 

Our Tax Laws are dlRtAHteftil and 
iotrlmaatal. but the remedy should b« 
to amaad them instead of allowing 
them to aadermlne the morals of the 
people by openly disregarding them. 

The sttceosstttl evasion of one Law 
may enceoraga the violation of otberi 
aad la tlmo breed a contempt tor all 
Laws. 

While avory dtlsen owes obedience 
to the Laws, the Laws should be SMde 
tair and equal to every dtlsen. 

The Tax Laws are neither fair noi 
•twri 9f productive of deceit and 
iiiihoaor IT tor no other reason 
than this slwttld bo changed. 



UNIFORM TAXATION. 

Property differs so grsatly in char 
•etar aad earning power It has always 
booB Impossible to tax the various 
kinds uniformly. Bvery attempt to 
tax movable property the same as Im- 
■ovablo property haa tailed and will 
always tall. "Two wrongs do not 
make a right." and when assessors 
tnd It Impossible to discover the own< 
ershlp ot movable property end under 
take to square things by lowcrlnR the 
assessment of Immovnble property, 
there Is no rl^ht or jii«tlce in it and 
everybody suffers In nilticl and ttiatliT 
The more BfrlnKPiit the Law to un- 
cover movable property the lii.sier it 
moves and hides and this lact is .su 
well established the iissessor.'^ In most 
coutitlei let movaljle property (to by 
default. So-callerl Unirnrin taxation 
is a delusion and a >!nAre. It mav 
sulflce to fool tlie ipnorant, but th<» 
knowing ones just lawi-li at it This 
Is rough on the poor man ivhose all 
1b Id sight and ImmnvAble. and Is alsi 
tough on the rich man who defies the 
law aad hides his Meahh from the 
assessor, for he knows he U doubly 
guilty la saving himself at the ex- 
pease ot his less fortunate aalghbor. 



EQUITABLE TAXATION. 

The differences lu property call for 
differences In taxation just as "one 
star differs from snntlier," and yet all 
the stars and all the property serve 
their purposes. The man «-he puts 
his money in Securltlee Issued on 
property already taxed and paying 
more taxea bocause ot tho Improve- 
ments Justllod by tho man's money 
Is Just as useful a cltisen as the mau 
who puta his moaey la lands and 
houses: but when the Irst sbmui oh 
Jects to giving up the greater part of 
the earnings on his securltlee, issHed 
on property already taxed, be is 
looked upon as a tax dodger, and the 
man with the houses and lands who 
cannot so readily escape denouDces s 
tax system which seems so unfair. Ask 
this man to surrender a half to three 
fourths of the Income from his houses 
aad leads and there would be another 
tale. The revenue of the first man 
Ib limited, while that of the other Is 
unlimited, and yet there are people 
who cannot see the distinction Equit- 
able taxation is based on the earnlni; 
power of all property, in just propor 
tion, and if any partiality Is shown It 
should be In favor of the man who 
Tlbkti his money to Improve houses and 
lands owned by others, which may 
4apreclato. but cannot ly away. 



TAX AMENDMENT. 

The Tax Amendment was carried 
by thirty thousand majority tws years 
ago. but because the Secretary ol 
State failed to advertise It ninety la 
stead of sixty days before the elec- 
tion, as the ConEtltutlon requires. It 
must he voted on a^aln at the Novesi 
her Election. The welfare of tb« 
State detnaads the re adoption of iMs 
Important measure and every fkir 
minded cllisen should vote tor tt. 



KENTUCKY NEEDS 

A good many things to place the 
State la the rank she deserves In th« 
march of prosperity, but when sifted 
down the greatest need of all Is a 

new Tai System that will attract In 
stead of repel Capiul. which guaran 
uea cheap moaey for the Improve 
meat of fhrau aad developmeat of 
local Industries. Although oae of the 
oldest SUtos, eoatrally located and 
with msrveteas aatural advaaUges. 
other and less favored States have out 
stripped ua, and, as someone has sptiy 
said. "Kentucky Is an Island of com 
paratlve poverty surrounded by a Sob 
of industrial prosperity." And why? 
The answer la because of our repellent 
Tax System. Equitable taiatlon 
Beans cheap money Ra^y money 
means Improvement and development

The death rate In the twelve months 
from August, 1911 to August 1912, was 
much larger on account of tbe oc- 
eerrenee of an epidemic of this dla- 
eaae In Covington and Newport.

It has long been know that diph- 
theria germs are present In the 
ttaroata of many perfectly healthy per- 
sona and that many eaaea of this dis- 
ease may I«b accounted for only by 
their infection from such "carriers." 
To what exttnt these germs occur 
among healthy persons baa been a 
point that has never been definitely de- 
termined, some workers claiming that 
as many as one In every twi n(> per- 
sons carried these germs and distri- 
buted them more or leaa Indiscrimin- 
ately. To determine this point the I'. 
S Public Health Service conducted an 
iin estigat ion of the prevalence of diph- 
theria carriers lu the city of Detroit 
during the winter of 191S-14. ThIa In- 
ve.st ii;at Ion stands as one of the most 
thoroti»;li and |iainutaking researches 
of Its kind. 

Should thia report be read by all of 
the inliabltanu of Detroit, over 4,000 
of them would re< all the visit of the 
Health Onicer who examined their 
noses and throata and took "cultures" 
from both locations. 

In the lal>oratory the ofllcera of 
the ser\ice <'\amined the 8,758 cultures 
taken from 4,OH3 persons; five bacter- 
lotoglata examined the "ameara" from 
an average ot 169 ealturea a day. Tbe 
reaulta of thIa examination were tbat 
very nearly 1 per cent— .H28 per cent 
to be exact— of all tbe peraona exam- 
ined, waa found to carry diphtheria 
germs In their throat or nose or both. 

One per cent dtK's not ordinarily 
sound large to the average person, but 
let us aee what it meana to tbe indi- 
vidual. In time ot epidemic preva- 
lence probably one In every hundred 
persons he meets has diphtheria germs 
In hia throat and in all probability on 
hia handa and ciotbea as well, since 
It ia one of tbe moat common prac- 
tices In the world to put the hand to 
the mouth. It is probable tbat the av- 
erage iadlTldnal eomae ia contact with 
a hundred or more persona every day 
and is hence practically daily expos- 
ed to Infection with diphtheria. Some 
l>eraona, mainly those remaining at 
home, aaaoelate with but few, but oth- 
er membera of tbe houaebold are not 
so Isolated. School children come In 
close contact often with more than a 
hundred others In a day, Occaalonally 
one may even aee a hundred peraona 
on a single street car and none'will 
doubt that many more than that num- 
ber cough into the air of u moving pic- 
ture theater during an evening. 

To demonstrate further what 1 per 
cent means, let us see what are tbe 
actual figures. In 1914 tbe official 
oenaus of Detroit waa 637,660. One per 
cent of tbia ia 6,S76, It would be dif- 
flcult for any one living In Detroit to 
avoid eontael with one. two, live or 
more of these 6,376 dissemluatora of 
diphtheria germs. Nor la there rea- 
son to believe that in time of epi- 
demic the figures for any other large 
community are lower In proiiortion. 

These data gathered by the Public 
Health Service, aa well as dau of the 
same nature obtained by other work- 
era, demonatrate one of the many rea- 
sons fnr personal care of the throat 
and noae, avoidance of to intimate 
cotttaet with others, and tbe neeeealty 
of early preventive measures In tbe 
case of thoao suffering from "sore 
throat" and leaioas auaplelotta ot dtph- 
tberif,

> d tlirough college, as he might have 
done. He did aot point to the splen- 
did achool building here on which he 
met the payin(>nts when the school 
fund failed, as he might have done. 
He did not tell how he advanced the 
living expenaea of local coal miners 
when the minea were abut down, aa>he 
might have done. He knew that In 
had violated tbe law; he knew tbat he 
had cauaed muoh auffering; he knew 
tbat he had apeoulated and loat, and 
be knew that for all theae thtnga he 
must |>ay the penalty, so he did it like 
a man.
